Simplified Radiographic Survey for the 
Handicapped Patient*

dentists who work a great deal 
\ NM with handicapped patients, have 
long been aware that one of our 
greatest problems in the diagnoses and 
proper evaluation of these people has 
been our frequent inability to obtain 
adequate radiographs. Too often we were 
forced to accept blurred and incomplete 
pictures as a compromise. Sometimes 
children were taken into the hospital to 
have their dental work done under gen- 
eral anesthesia, when good radiographs 
would have shown that this was unneces- 
sary. For this reason we of the Michael 
Reese Hospital Dental Department, di- 
vision of the Handicapped, set out to 
evaluate various radiographic techniques 
and, if necessary, adapt them to our 
needs. Our aim was to be able to obtain 
a clear and all-inclusive x-ray survey of 
any patient no matter how difficult to 
handle and no matter what the degree 
or type of handicap. 

We feel that the technique which we 
will describe has accomplished our ob- 
jectives. Not only has it been a boon to 
those of us who work on handicapped 
patients, but the ease and simplicity of 
the technique makes it, we feel, an in-

valuable adjunct to any practice. Every- 
one has at times found in his practice a 
patient who due to trismus, severe 
gagging, extreme youth, and other similar 
conditions, has made it impossible to take 
good pictures of him. Now you can get 
x-rays not only of these people, but it is 
no longer necessary to work on any pa- 
tient, even those requiring general anes- 
thesia, without first getting a thorough, 
complete, and clear radiographic survey 
of his entire mouth. 

Simply stated, the survey consists of a 
right and left lateral headplate and an 
upper and lower anterior intra-oral shot. 
(Fig. 1) Lateral headplates are not new. 
They were in quite common use many 
years ago and we are convinced that their 
use should never have been abandoned. 
Today it is primarily the oral surgeons 
who use them to observe gross pathology 
of the jaws, but they are not interested 
in carious lesions as we are here. We have 
therefore varied the angulation and 
placement of x-ray tube from that used 
by the oral surgeon and are able to ob- 
tain good detail of the teeth in the 
maxilla and mandible from the distal of 
the cuspids posteriorly. 

The equipment necessary for taking 
the 5x7 lateral headplate is mini- 
mal. The only addition to the standard 
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65 KV dental x-ray unit and normal 
dark room equipment are; (a) either 
two 5 x 7 paper film holders or two 5 x.7 
cassettes with intensifying screens; (b) 
two 5x7 film holders for developing; 
(c) 5x7 x-ray film. As can be seen the 
necessary equipment can easily be added 
to any dental office. 

Although we have stated that lateral 
headplates can be taken using either 
paper film holders or metal cassettes, we 
have found the latter to be far better. 
The exposure time with the cassette is 
only 2 second, 65 KV, 10 MA. When 
the paper film holder is used, the ex- 
posure time is increased to two seconds, 
65 KV, 10 MA, an increase of four times 
the exposure time with the cassette. In 
these days of extreme awareness of the 
importance of restricting exposure to 
radioactivity to the smallest possible 
amount, this is obviously a significant 
difference. Another reason for our prefer- 
ence for the cassette is the uncooperative 
nature of the patients upon which it is 
used. The patients upon which we work 
cannot be held still for the two seconds 
necessary to expose the film in the paper 
film holders, and our prints were inevit- 
ably blurred. The only advantage to the 
paper film holders is that they will yield 
prints with much greater density if the 
patient can be kept still for the required 
period of time. This difference in density 
is due to the increased exposure time and 
the type of film used. In the cassette a 
standard 5 x 7 film is used whereas in the 
paper film holder 5 x 7 no-screen film is 
used. 


Loading of either type of film holder 
is an easy operation. Simply insert the 
proper film being careful not to touch it. 
When using the cassette extreme care 
must be exercised not to touch the inten- 
sifying screens. Once fingerprints or 
scratches get on these sensitive screens 
they will appear on all subsequent radio- 
graphs until the screens are replaced. 

For taking the lateral headplates, the 
patient is positioned in the chair so that 
he is sitting upright with the plane of 
occlusion parallel to the floor. The 
cassette or film holder is placed so that 


with the teeth in occlusion it is parallel 


to the long axis of the upper molars, the 
horizontal line across the center of the 
film holder should be parallel and in 
line with the plane of occlusion, and its 
center located at the mesial occlusal of 
the upper first molar. With the cassette 
or film holder in position, the head is 
tilted around 20° toward the horizontal 
and rotated enough to permit the place- 
ment of the x-ray tube just posterior to 
the posterior border of the ramus of the 
mandible around the gonial angle. This 
placement of the tube aims it at mesial 
of the upper first molar of the opposite 
side. (Distortions are eliminated by 
shooting as close to right angle to the 
cassette as possible). In most cases it is 
necessary for someone to hold the cas- 
sette for the patient. This assistant (in 
the case of a child, his parent) stands 


_ immediately behind the chair and once 


the cassette is in position holds it by 
pressing one hand against the back sur- 
face of the cassette. The free hand can 
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then be used to stabilize the patient’s 
head against the headrest of the chair 
by extending palm and fingers over the 
frontal area of the patient’s head. 

Although we were able to use the 
parents to hold the cassette, we soon 
learned that in many cases this wasn’t 
enough. Holding the cassette and stabil- 
izing the head of even a thoroughly se- 
dated patient was too difficult. Another 
problem we encountered was an insuffi- 
cient stability of the mandible, and since 
our patients were all uncooperative to 
begin with, many moved their jaws at 
precisely the wrong time. To alleviate 
these difficulties, we devised a cassette 
holder which when in place holds the film 
in the proper position. (Fig. 2) 

To obtain the upper and lower intra- 
oral anterior views, we use a method 
with which, no doubt, many of you are 
already familiar. The patient is seated 
upright and the film is placed flat on 
the incisal edges of the teeth. The film 
is held in place frequently by the pa- 
tient’s own natural tendency to bite down 
on it. Otherwise we have an assistant 
hold it with his forefinger (in cases 
where this is likely to result in the loss 
of a finger, a hemostat is recommended) . 
For the upper anterior the tube is placed 
at the tip of the nose at a 65° angle, 
while for the lower anteriors it is placed 
at the tip of the chin, and the chin is 
raised sufficiently to allow a 30° angu- 
lation. 

The developing of the extra-oral film 
is exactly the same as that of the intra- 
oral film that is optimally at five minutes 
at 68° F. 

We sincerely hope we have demon- 
strated to you the simplicity and value 
of this technique. Before we close we 
would like to point out a few other serv- 
ices which you can perform for your pa-

tients by its use. Lateral headplates pro- 
vide you with an unsurpassed opportu- 
nity to observe gross pathology of the 
jaw, detect suspected fractures, observa- 
tion of all the permanent teeth in the 
young child, and observe third molar 
impactions. No longer need your radio- 
graphs be hampered in their efficiency 
by limitations of size, and no longer will 
you find it necessary always to refer pa- 
tients out for any but the most ordinary 
x-rays. Our aim in this paper was to 
provide you with an all encompassing 
radiographic survey which could be used 
on even the most difficult patient. Our 
success depends upon you. You must now 
try it to prove its worth. We are con- 
vinced that once you do you will be 
amazed at its advantages.

THE FORWARD LOOK* 


The new mode in false teeth, we are 
told, is the “forward look,” which can 
make the wearer look considerably 
younger than his years. That’s because 
the teeth are thrust much farther for- 
ward than old style dentures, and are 
built larger to fill out the mouth, thus 
returning to the face the round contour 
of youth and erasing the wrinkles of age. 

Moreover, the appearance of youth is 
enhanced by more “life and translucent 
luster” in the teeth as a result of baking 
them by a new vacuum process that re- 
moves bubbles from the porcelain. Bub- 
bles in porcelain absorb light and make 
the teeth seem dull. 

The dentists who discussed progress in 
choppers at the Chicago Dental Society’s 
midwinter meeting failed to enlighten us 
whether glamorous dentures make the 
wearer feel any younger. Presumably, a 
gentleman of, say, 50, sporting a new 
set of teeth that makes him look 25, 
should continue to act his age. After the 
first raspberry seeds get under the plate, 
he probably will.
